This exciting exhibit houses the 
largest tank in the Estuarium, the 
16,000 gallon Gulf tank, that 
features the unique hardbottom 
community discovered off 
Alabama's coast in the mid 
1980’s. Sharks, rays, snapper, 
grouper, jacks and many more 
fish glide through the waters of 
the Gulf. Individual aquariums 
will feature octopus, schooling 
fish, lobsters, and a. fascinating 
variety of other animals. 


1 Ip to 95% of the commercial seafood of the Gulf depend upon 
the estuaries for food and protection during some part of their 
life cycle. Major species include shrimp, oysters, blue crab and 
mullet. The Bay area exhibit features the 9,000 gallon Bay tank, 
with rock jetties, oyster reefs, and replicas of the legs of Middle 
Bay Lighthouse, a historic landmark in Mobile Bay since 1887. 
You'll see numerous other tanks representing salt marshes, 
tidal pools, and submerged 
grass beds found in Mobile Bay.
